HARPENING THE TEETH 
An outline of some of the proposed 
changes in the California criminal code has 
been given to the State convention of Dis- 
trict Attorneys by Maj. W. K. Tuller, head 
of the State Commission for the Revision 
of Criminal Procedure. They indicate that 
the commission is going about its work 


in painstaking fashion, striking at the very 


heart of the factors that permjt criminals 
to delay, avoid and evade justice. 


Several of the proposed changes were 
first suggested by the Los Angeles Crime 
Commission, and virtually all of them have 
been approved at some time or other b 
District Attorneys’ associations and other 
orgahizat interested in the enforcement 
of law. There are provisions for the bet- 
ter protection of accused persons as well 
as for the better protection of society. 


The commission might, and doubtless will, 
go even farther in one or two particulars. 


* Maj. Tuller's address did not indicate that 


the commission is considering restriction 


it should take up matter before it 
finishes its work. 
The changes mentioned by Maj. Tuller 
are: A three-fourths vote sufficient to con- 
vict-or acquit except in capital cases; per- 
‘mission to judges to comment upon the 
evidence; permission for prosecutors to 
comment upon and juries to consider fail- 
ure or refusal of a defendant to take the 
stand; permission for waiver of jury trial 


in felony cases; requiring informations to 


be filed within fiftéen days; requiring cases 
to, be set for trial within thirty days after 
plea_and prohibiting adjournments except 
where the ends of justice will be served: 


requiring appeals to be heard in thirty |: 


days; probation for first offenders only; 


no probation for gun-catriers: minimum ot 


twenty-five years in lifeimprisonment 
cases; making carrying a deadly weapon 
without permit a felony. 

“Virtually all of these proposals must com- 
mend themselves to the sober common 
sense of thinking men.
